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KEENELAND SALES AND BIRTHDAYS 





This is the annual issue pointed toward the yearling sales conducted 
by the Breeders’ Sales Company at Keeneland, near Lexington, Kentucky. 
Although this organisation is a cooperative, composed of the principal 
market breeders in Kentucky and of a few in adjacent states, it is subject 
to rigid self discipline. It is not for nothing that its vendue is advertised 
as the “Sale of Selected Yearlings.” Every possible standard is applied 
during the selection process—conformation, soundness, pedigree, per- 
formance and stud record—to assemble a group of yearlings which, when 
put to racing, will have an unusually high percentage of wins and stakes 
wins to their credit. That the Breeders’ Sales Company has been exceed- 
ingly successful in attaining this goal in past years is obvious from the 
record. Judging by the 1959 catalogue, this record is quite apt to be sur- 
passed when the current crop faces the starter. 

In spite of its experience and in spite of having a large proportion of 
the country’s leading stud farms to draw from, the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany has no easy task. No matter how expert its personnel becomes in 
judging the outside of a yearling, it can never know all the answers about 
the inside—those qualities of constitution, courage and will to win which 
are among the most essential elements of a race horse. Furthermore, since 
this is the first yearling sale of the year, its selection must be made when 
the youngsters are relatively immature. By the same token the consign- 
ing breeders must supply their colts and fillies with everything which will 
help them to develop rapidly and mature early. On the other hand they 
must also avoid forcing them in any way which might have unfortunate 
after effects on their racing careers. 

This contradiction can readily be appreciated by looking on either side 
of the boundary fence between two stud farms, one producing yearlings 
for the market, the other producing yearlings for the breeder to race him- 
self. On the first farm the colts will be half a hand taller, a hundred pounds 
heavier, without a scar or blemish, and with the fitness produced by care- 
fully controlled exercise. On the second farm the colts will be smaller, 
with a few ribs showing and a few bites and bruises, but with the muscling 
and general hardness which comes from racing and fighting their fellows 
in the paddock. 
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Great race horses come from both 
groups. Admittedly, however, the 
market breeder would like more 
time before putting his products on 
the block. It is for this reason that 
the greatest enthusiasm for shift- 
ing the Thoroughbred birthday date 
from January first to sometime later 
in the spring has come from sum- 
mer sales consignors. If their en- 
thusiasm for a change could be 
aroused among owners and track 
management as well, we might well 
free ourselves from the present 
inordinate emphasis on two-year- 
old racing which, in this country at 
least, is constantly pushing the 
Thoroughbred in the direction of 
the Quarter Horse.

Fifty or 100 years from now, when 
all racetracks are like paradise on earth 


and all mutuels clerks say ‘Thank you,” 


when you hand ‘em your money, and come 
running after you when you forget your 
change, fans will have one gentleman to 
thank, 

Maybe they’ll make him the patron 
saint of the Turf, though he seeks no 
special honors. 

All he asks is that horse parks be 
conducted like modern business places, 
with the ultimate in consideration extend- 
ed to the customers, 

To date, he has found that some fall 
slightly short, and has taken the vows of 
an apostle of racetrack reform. 

In his home town of Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania, he has gathered about hima band 
of disciples dedicated to the same philos- 
ophy. 

He has written more epistles than St, 
Paul. 

I’ve received a couple of them and I 
know that persons associated with other 
publications have heard the word from 
Pittsburgh, 

The high priest of this reform move- 
ment is J. P. Fitzgerald, DDS, 

He loves the sport of racing and wants 
everyone to enjoy it to the fullest with 
him, and, to implement the movement, 
has formed an association which its char- 
ter members call the Tau Tau Tau. Even 
if you are not Greek, you know that 
means the T.T.T. 

The T.T.T. is nothing like the K.K.K. 
Dr. Fitzgerald doesn’t believe in violence, 
disguises or abracadabra. 

He merely asks that racing fans be 
treated as first-class citizens. 

The very name of the organization 
suggests that the founders are not in it 
for financial gain. T.T.T. stands for Tote 
Ticket Tearer-Uppers. 


Racing Fan For 40 Years 

A racing fan for 40 years, Dr. Fitz- 
gerald says he has beaten them some- 
times, and sometimes he hasn’t. He has 
been a dentist for only 30 years; so in 
terms of service he must be a better 
horse fan than dental surgeon, As he 
makes a fine living in the bore, scrape 
and pull racket his opinions merit con- 
sideration and respect, 


Dr. Fitzgerald goes to the races for 
the fun of it. He has no wild ideas about 
winning a fortune, nor will he jeopardize 
his solvency by risking his laboratory 
equipment ona hot horse, however impres- 
sive its credentials. He does not hold with 
that crazy psychiatrist who says a person 
wagers hoping to lose, thereby punishing 
himself for a past wrong that has left a 
guilty feeling deep down in his id. 

There is a.distinction between a racing 
fan and a horse-player, Dr. Fitzgerald 
thinks; and he believes the racing fan 
gets more out of the sport. 

Unlike some lawmakers, the Pitts- 
burgh dentist does not think all paying 
customers of the horse parks are feeble- 
minded. 

He thinks they are sane people who gain 
relaxation through the challenge and sport 
of the Thoroughbred game. 

Dr. Fitzgerald is gregarious and likes 
to have his friends enjoy racing with him. 
He gets up parties and goes to the track, 

Tau Tau Tau, incidentally, does not 
draw the sex line, it is a ‘‘fratority,’" 
according to the organization’s letter- 
head. 

The Pittsburgh Chapter holds regular 
meetings at whichmembers discuss racing 
and make plans for trips to tracks on 
days of special events. 

The T.T.T. would like to get hold of 
some racing movies to show at meetings - 
not the Hollywood kind, but real, honest 
stuff like Garden State and Delaware Park 
have filmed. 

Dr. Fitzgerald is a racing fan like 
some people are fisherman and others are 
golf enthusiasts. He has so much fun at 
his hobby that he would like to ‘‘convert”’ 
others so they can revel in the same 
enjoyment, 

He is an evangelist in his field. 

By establishing T.T.T. chapters every- 
where, he feels that racing fans will be 
able to make themselves heard inmatters 
of policy and plan. Throuch strength of 
numbers, they will be in a position to 
show track managements exactly what 
the public wants - perhaps demand it, 


Mr. Morris Alhadeff 
Recently, Dr. Fitzgerald read an article 
on Mr. Morris Alhadeff, general manager 
of Longacres. Mr. Alhadeff said, ‘‘We

must sell racing to the public as entertain- 
ment. I favor the emphasis being put on 
attendance, rather than the wagering 
aspect. We must anticipate the needs of 
the public and give them the facilities 
they want. 

“Racing,”” Mr. Alhadeff continued, 
‘tis one of the few sports in which the fan 
can enjoy himself both as spectator and 
participant. You’ve noticed that when a 
fellow makes a bet on a horse, he calls 
it MY horse. He seems to think he has 
purchased a proprietary interest in the 
animal, and yells hjmself hoarse rooting 
HIS horse home.” 

Dr. Fitzgerald says that Mr. Alhadeff 
is HIS kind of racetrack manager. 

The dentist from Pittsburgh hasn’t 
had much encouragement from racetrack 
management, but he is a man of courage 
and determination and will continue his 
crusade, 

Maybe when the glad day of horse- 
park Utopias arrives, grateful members 
of the T.T.T. will erect an heroic bronze 
of the worthy doctor, with forceps in one 
hand and losing mutuels tickets in the 
other. 

The figure will stand in front of the 
Tau Tau Tau Building, in Washington, 
D. C., not far from the Teamsters’

Mrs. Ada L, Rice’s Cedar Brook took 
the lead at the first quarter and kept it to 
win the 7 furlongs, $25,000 added Shev- 
lin Stakes, at Belmont, on Wed., July l. 
Nine 3-year-olds went to the post for this 
one and Rokeby Stable’s Seven Corners 
finished second. W, A. Hanger’s Waltz, 
the favorite, finished third. Alamode 
Farm’s Mail Order got the small cut of 
the purse. Cedar Brook’s time was 
1,23 4/5. 

The winner is a black colt by One 
Count out of the Roman mare Please Do. 
He was bred by the owner’s Danada Farm. 
C, Trout trains Cedar Brook, Jockey J. 
Leonard rode him to a $18,095 victory. 


The Suburban 
Ten handicap performers celebrated 
Independence Day by taking a shot at the 
$100,000 added Suburban Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and upward, at one and one- 
quarter miles, Cain Hoy Stable’s Bald 
Eagle won ‘“‘ridden out’ by M,. Ycaza. 
Mrs. Ada L, Rice’s Talent Show was one 
and one-half lengths farther behind for 
second place. E, Potter, Jr.’s Plion fin- 
ished in the third slot and A, G, Vander- 
bilt’s Village Idiot took the short end of 
the purse. The winner was clocked at 

2.01 3/5 over a fast track, 
Bald Eagle is a 4-year-old bay colt, 
by *Nasrullah-Siama, by Tiger, bred by 


Harry F, Guggenheim (Cain Hoy Stable). 
W. C. Stephens trains him. It was his 
first victory in four starts this year and 
it was a big one, as $71,635 went with it. 
Bald Eagle raced in England as a 2- 
year-old and won the Richmond Plate. He 
was a winter book favorite for the English 
Derby, but did not live up to his backers’ 
expectations. Mr. Guggenheim brought 
him back to the U, S, late in 1958 and since 
then he has come along slowly to finally 
show his class in The Suburban. 
Brookmeade Stable’s Big Effort, the 
favorite, finished dead last in this one. 


Monmouth Park 

Monmouth Park offered $20,000 added 
money for its 21st running of The Colleen 
Stakes for 2-year-old fillies on Wed., 
July 1, but could entice only five starters 
for the five and one-half furlongs test. 
The winner was B, A, Dario’s Rose of 
Serro, which finished two and one-half 
lengths in front of Boncrist Farm’s Big 
Down. Mrs. G. D, Widener’s Evening 
Glow was third and Twin Lake Farm’s 
Gray Flank fourth. The time was 1,06 3/5. 

Rose of Serro is a bay daughter of Er- 
rard out of the Whirlaway mare Forever 
Thine. She was bred by Mereworth Farm. 
W. A. LaRue saddled up the winner and 
jockey G, Gibb was in the irons. The win- 
ning trip was worth $14,537.50. 


The Longfellow Handicap 

The feature event at Monmouth Park, on 
July 4th, was the one mile Longfellow Han- 
dicap over the turf course. It carried a 
$20,000 added purse which drew eleven 
starters. 

Jaclyn Stable’s home-bred Li'l Fella 
made a picnic out of it, winning easily (by 
6 lengths) over Colonial Farm’s Fairfield. 
F, A, Clark’s Amber Diver was third and 
G. D, Widener’s Ambergris fourth. A neck, 
a nose and a length separated the next 
four horses. Li’l Fella was timed at 1.37 
4/5 over a firm track, 
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*Nirgal sired the winner, who is out 
of Radio Time, by Eight Thirty. Willie 
Hartack was in the irons and J, B, Bond 
saddled up the winner. It was the third 
victory out of four starts for Li’) Fella, 
who added $15,350 to his bank account, 


Delaware Park 

Mrs. H. H. Hecht’s New Zealand im- 
port Monte Carlo was hotter than a fire- 
cracker when he established a new course 
record of 2.16 for the one and three- 
eighths miles Sussex Turf Handicap, at 
Deiaware Park, on the Fourth of July. The 
previous record was set by Rafty (2.173/5) 
on July 4, 1957, 

G. D. Widener’s King Grail was the 
runner-up and Greentree Stable’s Pop 
Corn took the show purse. Valley View 
Farm’s *Castro II was fourth in the field 
of nine three-year-olds and upwards. 

*Monte Carlo is a 6-year-old bay horse 
by Lucky Bag-Bobalong, by Lord Bob and 
was bred by K, Austin. Jockey H, Grant 
had the mount for the $25,000 added purse, 
and J. B. Bond performed the training 
chores. *Monte Carlo got $22,150 for his 
first victory out of two starts in this 
country.

Irish Derby 


Philip de Burgh O’Brien 


Two centuries ago ebullient Colonel 
Denis O’Kelly made his time-honored re- 
mark while seeing his great champion, 
Eclipse, outdistance all opposition over the 
Newmarket Beacon course. It was, 
‘Eclipse first, and the rest nowhere.” 
It must have afforded O’Kelly much 
personal satisfaction to garner insomany 
golden English sovereigns, for his an- 
cestors had been dispossessed, in favor 
of a Welsh Tribesman, by Richard de 
Burgo, in the first Plantation of Galway. 

On Irish Derby Day, we saw history in 
reverse. Here, English industrialist, 
Gerry Oldham saw his English-trained, 
Irish-bred, Fidalgo sweep to the easiest 
of victories. He commented, ‘‘Here is 
Fidlago, where are the others.” This 
victory meant that eight thousand Irish 
pounds will cross the channel, For the 
record, Bois Bellew was four lengths 
back, followed at irregular intervals by 
Anthony, Light Horseman, Beau Rossa in 
the 1l horse field. The time, 2.33.48, is 
an Irish Derby record and is two and one- 
half seconds faster than Parthia’s time 
when winning the Epsom Derby. Another 
worthwhile comment was that of winning 
trainer, Harry Wragg, ‘‘Next time we 
meet Parthia we will beat him; Ill give 


you odds on that.”” It is now practically 
certain that both Parthia and Fidalgo, 
best two three-year-colts of the entire 
European season, will be invitees for this 
year’s Washington D, C, International 
race, 

It will be remembered that Parthia 
beat Fidalgo by one and one-half lengths 
in the Epsom classic. It was afterwards 
contended that tactics had won that race; 
that Fidalgo had ‘‘come too soon.” Be 
that as it may, their next meeting will 
have tremendous interest, whether it be at 
Longchamps, Ascot, or Laurel, Personal- 
ly, I do not think that there is much 
between them, if anything. 

Fidalgo, which in Portuguese means 
‘Dignified Person,’* did not reach his 
reserve when sent up by breeder Brigadier 
Stewart at the Ballsbridge sales, He was 
bought privately by trainer Harry Wragg, 
on the advice of Bert Kerr, for present 
lucky owner. He is by Arctic Star (Nearco) 
out of Miss France by Jock II - this is 
her second Irish Derby winner for she is 
the dam of Talgo, by Krakatao (Nearco) 
winner a few years ago. 


Horsemen And Historic Buildings 
A high-light of the Irish Social season 
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was the visit of the American National 
Trust for the Preservation of Historic 
Buildings to Ireland, where they were the 
guests of the Irish Georgian Society. A 
brilliant Reception at the American Em- 
bassy, Phoenix Park, given by His 
Excellency, Ambassador McLeod, climax- 
ed the affair. Members of the Govern- 
ment andDiplomatic Corps., Ambassadors 
of Foreign countries, horsemen and women 
of note, were present. I feel that this 
has provided a great and binding link 
between our two countries. Speeches: The 
best was that given by Professor Richard 
Hubbard Howland , who headed the dis- 
tinguished American party, about 70 all 
told. Impressions: that Mrs. McLeod is the 
most gracious American lady that it has 
been my privilege to meet, and that her 
husband is the most popular American 
Diplomat ever to come to Ireland. He 
takes a great interest in our racing, 
‘*Wonderful” he told me, ‘‘I hardly miss 
a meet.”” Asked to give a message to 
horsemen and women back home, he said, 
“Tell them to come over here and enjoy 
themselves; tell them to buy more Irish 
horses.” Several of the Americans, mem- 
bers of the Party, ‘“‘loved’’ our racing, 
our simple way of life, and seemed 
sorry to leave us! One described Mr. 
Alex Mackay-Smith, your worthy editor, 
as a “‘great guy” and said he met him 
often in the hunting field.

Miss Zibby has proved to be everything 
a breeder couid wish for in a broodmare.

THOROUGHBRED BIRTHDAY 

Columnist Hugh J. McGuire, comment- 
ing on the current controversy concern- 
ing the changing of the birthday of the 
Thoroughbred from January Ist to a later

NEW VETERINARY PRACTICES 

Quoting from an interview with the 
well known veterinarian, Dr, Edwin W. 
Thomas of Lexington, Ky., Morning Teles 
graph columnist Hugh J. McGuire notes: 
The suturing of mares is now recognized 
as a very important procedure and is 
widely practiced. However, the repetition 
of this suturing had produced a mental 
reaction in some mares, like the fear 
in some humans of going to a dertist. 
In nervous animals there have been fre- 
quent occasions when the mares have gone 
into varying degrees of shock which some- 
times proved fatal. Considerable success 
in overcoming this condition has been 
achieved by waiting to suture until the 
second day after foaling. In the interim 
the mare has had a chance tomake a mental 
adjustment from the stress and strain of 
having her foal. 

Dr. Thomas recommends advancing 
the time for the removal of umbilical 
hernia in foals. Until a few years ago 
the usual procedure was to wait until

columnist Oscar Otis: - ‘‘In California, 
there are no slips for stakes filed because 
a boy is not allowed to ride stakes 
engagements if he is suspended, There- 
fore, agreements are made verbally and 
no verbal agreement is better than the 
good faith of both parties. The owners and 
trainers themselves break these agree- 
ments as often or probably more often 
than do the riders, In fact, it is tacitly 
understood that, in general, stakes calls 
are tentative. Some agents believe a step 
in the right direction would be to set a 
time limit, say a week before the running 
of the stakes, when a call becomes definite, 
or, better yet, if a retainer fee were 
paid, no matter how small, such a fee 
would make a call binding no matter how 
far in advance the agreement was made. 
Any suggestion to ease irritations arising 
over the call situation would be welcomed, 
most of all by the agents.”” 


after weaning time. Modern practice now 
indicates clamping the hernia for re- 
moval when the foal is only three or four 
months old, It is estimated that from 5 
to 10 per cent of foals are born with this 
weakness which is believed to be hered- 
itary. By operating early, the animal is 
easier to handle and the healing is faster. 
An important factorin this early surgery 
is that it can be done under better weather 
conditions which benefits both the foal 
and the surgeon. 

Another change in veterinary practice 
is the use of X-ray therapy. Along with 
surgery, this is an accepted practice in 
the treatment of tumerous growths and for 
unsoundness associated with young 
osselets, adhesions and synovitis or in- 
flammation of the lining of joints. This 
treatment has been found to be specially 
effective for certain types of knee lame- 
ness and shoulder injuries or soreness, 
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In the not-too-distant past, great ad- 
vances were made in the treatment for 
worms in horses, but Dr. Thomas is of 
the opinion that there is evidence that 
immunities to the remedies are being 
built. None of the vermifuges appear to 
be as effectual as they were formerly. 
He hastens to add that this is his personal 
opinion and that he has nc laboratory proof 
for it. 


PRAIRIE THOROUGHBRED

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Obligations of the Field 
Towards the Master and the Hunt 


The position of a Master is really a 
pretty thankless one - particularly in this 
country where the mystic letters, M.F.H., 
means so little to many people. If a man 
hunts his own hounds, the pleasure de- 
rived from that makes up for many hard- 
ships, but to the average Master there 
are many days of worry and many bitter 
disappointments that must be borne, Any- 
thing that can be done by any member 
of the Field to help him and show him 
that his efforts are appreciated will be 
very welcome. Do not think that because 
you happen to be a new-comer at the 
game, that he will not appreciate your 
thanks - or that he does not notice that 
you are trying to help. By so doing you 
help your own sport and everyone else’s 
as well. 

The late Major William Austin Wads- 
worth, for forty years Master of his own 
hounds (the Genesee Valley) has said of 
the Master: ‘‘The M.F.H, is a great and 
mystic personage, to be lowly, meekly 
and reverently looked up to, helped, con- 
sidered and given the right of way at 
all times. His ways are not as other 
men’s ways and his knowledge and actions 
are not to be judged by their standards. 
All that can be asked of him is that he 
furnish good sport; and as long as hedoes 
that, he is amenable to no criticism, 
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subject to no law and fettered by no con- 
ventionality while in the field. He is sup- 
posed by courtesy to know more about 
his hounds than outsiders; and all halloa- 
ing, calling, and attempts at hunting them 
by others are not only very bad manners 
but are apt to spoil sport. As a general 
rule he can enjoy your conversation and 
society more when not in the field, with 
the hounds, riders, foxes, and damages 
on his mind,” 

There are certain customs and usages 
which should be carefully observed by 
members of the Field, which have been 
followed by hunting men in England and 
America for many years, and which are 
enumerated by Mr. McNeill in his book 
‘The Unwritten Laws of Foxhunting”*’: - 

I, A new-comer into a country should 
at once inform the Secretary of the Hunt, 
so that all circulars and notices may be 
sent to him. He should inquire what sub- 
scriptions would be satisfactory for him 
to give, if there is no rule laid down by 
the Hunt Committee, and, also, if a 
Poultry Fund, and should send his cheque 
at once, and write a note asking if the 
Master has any objections to his coming 
out cub-hunting. The Master will, of 
course, answer the letter in a gracious 
manner, saying how pleased he will be to 
see him. The new-comer will, however, 
be very careful not to stand about ‘‘coffee- 
housing’” on the rides, or to bring out a 
kicking horse, 


Il, When hounds are jogging on to 


draw, the huntsman’s attention is often 
taken up by gentlemen riding up to talk 
to him. No one should speak to a hunts- 
man without first riding up to the Master 
and getting his permission to do so; but 
the less a huntsman is spoken to, the 
more time he will have to attend to the 
business at hand, 

Ill, Gentlemen should come to the 
Meet and not anticipate the draw, and 
they should be particularly careful to 
refrain from going near any covert that 
is likely to be drawn during the day’s 
sport, in which case there is always a 
chance of disturbing foxes which other- 
wise furnish a good run, 

IV, There is no class of person who 
gets a hunt into disrepute more than 
second horsemen. These, as a rule, are 
stable helpers, dressed up in livery, 
extremely thoughtless, and noted for leav- 
ing gates open and very often jumping 
their masters’ horses over fences. The 
strictest orders possible should be given 
to them, not once, but several times 
during the season, 

To quote Major Wadsworth again: 
‘Remember that you have no business 
on a man’s land, but are there by his 
sufferance and he is entitled to every 
consideration, It is no excuse that you 
are in a hurry. It is much better for the 
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Hunt that you should be left behind than 
that a farmer should be injured. If you 
take down a rail, put it back, If you 
open a gate, shut it. If you break a fence, 
or do any damage which you cannot re- 
pair, you should report it at once to the 
responsible officers of the Hunt that it 
may be made good. 

‘Although you may feel convinced that 
it improves wheat to ride over it, the 
opinion is not diffused or popular, and 
the fact that some fool has gone ahead 
is no excuse; it only makes matters - 
worse, The spectacle of a lot of men 
following another’s tracks across a wheat- 
field and killing hopelessly the young plants 
which the first man has probably injured 
but slightly, is too conducive to pro- 
fanity to be edifying in any community. 
You may think that the honest farmer 
deems it a privilege to leave his life 
of luxurious idleness and travel around 
half the night in the mud for horses 
which have got out, or spend days sort- 
ing sheep which have got mixed by your 
leaving his gates open or fences down; 
you’re mistaken; he doesn’t.”’ 

And, finally, at the close of your day 
when you leave the pack to go home - ride 
up to the Master and say ‘‘thank you”’ to 
him. It is the least you can do for the 
man whose one thought all day has been 
to show you a good day’s sport, It means 
a lot to him,

BUTTS AND BEER 

Speaking before the annual educational 
forum of the Professional Horsemen’s 
Association, March 10th, in the Belmont 
Plaza Hotel, New York, Sylvester V,. 
Pointkowski, a member of the Golden’s 
Bridge Hunt, charged the tobacco industry 
with “‘callous indifference” and disregard 
for the effect of carelessly discarded 
cigarettes, cigars and pipe ashes. 

“‘There is no effort made to warn the 
smoker that he is armed with a potentially 
lethal weapon that is the greatest single 
cause of a fire every 37 seconds or of a 
fire fatality every 47 minutes. 

“The statistics of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters attribute careless 
smoking and use of matches as the great- 
est cause of fire, accounting for more than 
25% of all such preventable fires,’ Mr. 
Pointkowski said. ‘*The tobacco industry 
and the careless consumers to whom it 
caters are responsible for catastrophic 
destruction of life and property every day 
of the year. 

“*The smoking public must be reminded 
with every cigarette or cigar or pipeful 
that tobacco can be a weapon of destruc- 
tion. These warnings should be printed on 
every container of tobacco to the same 
degree that the death’s-head skull and 
coffin appear on some poisonous drugs. 

“*The tobacco industry should enact this 
program voluntarily as part of its ad- 
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vertising and public relations function. 
It’s the least they can do to make up 
for the growing destruction of our people, 
property and pets. 

**Why doesn’t the tobacco industry 
underwrite that portion of fire prevention 
costs that are attributable to its own 
products? Where is the public relations 
of an industry which fails to acknowledge 
its responsibility for the protection of 
victims of their habit-forming product? 

“Their only counterpart can be found 
among brewers whose record total of 8, 
800,000,000 cans each year are tossed 
on roads, streets, lawns, gardens, parks, 
woods and bridle paths. Like the weed 
growers, the brewers do not wish to 
identify themselves on their containers 
with this desecration and destruction of 
our countryside. 

**America can be made free from much 
of the menace of ciscarded beer cans, 
butts, boxes and preventable fires that 
are caused by smokers. A token con- 
tribution to civic groups by these record- 
rich industries is no substitute for their 
evasion of their responsibility.” 


GREEN GIG 

At Garden State, they have a real fancy 
red lacquered, 100-year-old English coach 
drawn by some especially fine Morgans to 
take the patrol judges to their posts. It 
probably isn’t as comfortable and it cer- 
tainly isn’t as fast as the station wagon 
they use at Belmont but it is colorful. 
(They bring the judges back in a station 
wagon because the coach wouldn’t make it 
twice around between races.) 

They have the same deal at Hialeah. 
Instead of a fancy lacquered coach though, 
they have a green gig which is more 
suitable to the benign climate of southern 
Florida.

Mori runs both tracks might have a 
little to do with the colorful corollaries 
to the racing scenes,

The Brown-Forman Distillers Cor- 
poration with headquarters at Louisville, 
Ky., producers of leading brands of 
whiskey, some two years ago commis- 
sioned a series of six paintings with a 
Kentucky background.

Von Schmidt went to Lexington for the 
sales conducted at Keeneland by the Breed- 
ers Sales Company, he felt that thedrama 
of the sales ring would make a more 
dramatic picture than the pastoral quality 
of the yearlings on parade before the 
stables. In preparation he did two oil 
sketches and some SO pen sketches of the 
ring as a whole and of individuals attend- 
ing the sales, on the basis of which our 
cover picture was executed. Certainly 
the artist has recaptured this scene, 
familiar to owners, trainers and breeders 
of Thoroughbreds throughout the world, 
with remarkable verve and fidelity. 

Born in Alameda, California, the son 
of a clipper ship captain, plying from 
San Francisco to China and Australia 
where his mother was born, Harold 
Schmidt started studying art at the 
California College of Arts and Crafts, 
Berkeley; the San Francisco Art Institute;
